TURKMEN COMMENTS ON SOVIET PEACE INITIATIVES

[Text] The Soviet people are working with exhilaration and enthusiasm to ful- 
fill the grandiose plans for economic and social development outlined by the 

26th CPSU Congress. Remarking on the tremendous significance of the decisions 

of the November Plenary Session of the CPSU CC, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev empha- 
sized in his brilliant speech: “The present plenary session of the Central Com- 
mittee can be regarded as a direct and immediate continuation of the work of the 
congress." The decrees adopted by the plenary session inspire the workers of 

the country to achieve new successes in all fields of political and economic life. 


An important prerequisite for further progress by the Soviet people and successes 
in their creative labor is the provision of the necessary external conditions. 
The foreign political program for the 1980s developed by the 26th CPSU Congress 
was primarily directed toward this.

In the App::al of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR "To the Parliaments and Peoples 
of the Wor.4" it is stated: “Securing peace has been, is now, and will continue 
to be the goal of the foreign policy of the Sortet state. The Program of peace 
for the 1980s, adopted by the 26th CPSU Congress, is « ected toward this goal." 
The Congress continued and developed the principles and thrust of Soviet foreign 
policy laid down by V. I. Lenin. There is one unbroken line from Lenin's decree 
on peace to the Program for Peace in the 1980s put forward by the 26th CPSU 
Congress. 


Our Program for Peace embraces all the most acute contemporary problems, those 
that demand decision without delay. It embraces problems relating to the con- 
duct of negotiations on medium range missiles in Europe and strategic nuclear 
weapons, proposals relating to creation of a nuclear-free zone in Northern Euv- 
rope, and conversion of the Mediterranean Sea to a zone of permanent peace and 
cooperation. There is also the question of stabilizing the situation in the 
Persian Gulf region and, on a broader scale, that of the principles of relations 

















with the developing countries of Asia and Africa; problems of resolving the Near 
East crisis; convening a conference on Near East problems; proposals relating to 
questions of strengthening the peace in Asia, in particular, that of extending 
to the Asian continent reasures of military trust. 


The Soviet peace initiatives relating to Europe and the Mediterranean, the Near 
East and Africa, the Far East and Southeast Asia are specific and are of an all- 
embracing and constructive nature. In them are expressed the readiness of the 
Soviet Union to conduct negotiations on any topical questions of peace and secur- 
ity, and to regard attentively any constructive ideas from other countries. 


Our party and the Soviet state have conducted persistent and consistent work in 
compiling the foreign policy program of the congress. It is entirely obvious 
that, without the active and purposeful efforts of the USSR and the frat2rnal 
socialist countries toward the realization of the USSR's proposals, the world 
situation would be more complex and explosive. Moreover, the validity of these 
proposals continues to increase, inasmuch as the actions of imperialist powers, 
primarily the USA, are aimed at exacerbating the international political climate. 


The U.S. government openly places its trust on accelerated stockpiling of nuclear 
weapons of every type, beginning with intercontinental missiles and ending with 
neutron weapons. But at the same time, they are preparing to create new and more 
monstrous weapons of mass destruction, including lasers designed for military use 
from satellites in outer space. 


Recently, the U.S. government took a new step toward nuclear catastrophe: Pres- 
ident Reagan announced an all-emtracing program of militaristic preparations, 
calculated, by his own admission, to carry through "to the end of this century 
and further". The Reagan program calls for accelerated buildup and moderaiza- 
tion of the U.S. strategic forces--bomber aircraft armed with nuclear missiles, 
land-based intercontinental missiles, and atomic submarines with ballistic mis- 
siles. This program, as stated in a document published by the White House "pro- 
vides the United States with the possibility in future years of changing the 
course of Soviet-American rivalry in the strategic field.” In other words, it 
establishes the goal of achieving military superiority over the Soviet Union. 

It goes without saying, of course, that this goal is illusory; our country has 
at its disposal everything necessary to maintain its defense posture at the nec- 
essary level. However, another lap in the arms race would exacerbate the inter- 
national tensions and increase the threat of war. 


The intensification of military preparations by the USA and the other NATO coun- 
tries is accompanied by open propaganda of nuclear war. All sorts of doctrines 
proclaiming its “admissibility" and “acceptability” are being advanced. In ad- 
dition, documents claiming to be official are being circulated, citing various 
falsifications in which the comparative strengths of the world's armed forces 
are distorted and also ascribing aggressive intentions to the Soviet Union. The 
facts are, however, that Washington is preparing to deliver the first nuclear 
strike. 


But, as the Pentagon pursues the production of qualitatively new offensive sys- 
tems of nuclear missiles and other weapons of mass destruction, the more attrac- 
tive to public opinion becomes the appeal of the 26th CPSU Congress for restraint 











in the field of strategic weapons. It should be clear to everyone that the So- 
viet Union will not remain indifferent to the appearance of new and still more 
dangerous types of weapons in the arsenal of the USA and other NATO countries. 
But it firmly proposes that their creation be rejected. There is an alternative 
to an unrestrained arms race. It is a mutually acceptable agreement on preser- 
vation of the existing balance of military forces of the USSk and the JSA and of 
the Warsaw Pact and NATO, and of a reduction in their level. 


The Program of Peace in the 1980s has become a most important factor of interna- 
tional life, which exerts a beneficial influence on future development of events. 
In the time which has elapsed since the 26th Congress, the Program has been sup- 
plemented by a number of specific proposals put forward in appearance by Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev during the course of meetings with leaders of the socialist coun- 
tries in the Crimea and in discussions with eminent political figures of the 
West. For example, in a meeting with the chairman of the Social Democratic Party 
of Germany, W. Brandt, Comrade Brezhnev put forth new specific initiatives aimed 
at limiting rhe nuclear race in Europe and at speeding up the beginning of dis- 
cussions on nondeployment of medium-range nuclear missiles in Europe. 


Wide positive response throughout the world was occasioned by the Appeal of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet "To the Parliaments and Peoples of the World". The deep con- 
cern for the increasing danger of war and the unprecedented scope of the arms 
race expressed in the appeal has been shared by parliaments and broad public cir- 
cles of many states. 


There was broad response to the reply of L. I. Brezhnev to the questions of a 
PRAVDA correspondent published on 21 October. The hard words of warning of the 
Soviet leader to the effect that “the only person who would initiate a nuclear 
war in the hopes that he will emerge victorious is one who has decided to commit 
suicide" appeared in the press throughout the world. 


The consistency of the foreign policy course of the USSR toward eliminating the 
danger of war has also found its embodiment in the specific conditions of Soviet 
diplomacy in strengthening the political-legal basis for international security. 


Our country put forth new major initiatives during the course of general poli- 
tical discussions at the 36th Session of the UN General Assembly. Particularly 
noteworthy among them was a proposal for adoption of a Declaration “To Prevent 
Nuclear Catastrophe", which pronounced that “states and national leaders who re- 
sort to first use of nuclear weapons have committed the most scexious crime 
against humanity." 


Comrade L. I. Brezhnev put forward at the 26th CPSU Congress a broad and realis- 
tic program for strengthening peace and preventing nuclear war, repeating many 
times the basic tenents of that program. He presented them anew in answering 
the questions of the editors of the West German magazine DER SPIEGEL. There was 
a tremendous, truly worldwide response to these answers among political figures 
and among the public at large in all countries on all continents. This was en- 
tirely natural, since L. I. Brezhnev's most important proposals on questions of 
strengthening peace, curbing the arms race, and on relaxation of tensions were 

















of enormous international significance. These proposals are a further intensi- 
fication of the basic course in the struggle for peace, contained in the Program 
for Peace in the 1980s, developed by the 26th CPSU Congress. 


At present, the attention of the entire world is riveted on the results of the 
visit of L. I. Brezhnev to the FRG. The significance of that visit extends far 
beyond the framework of bilateral relations between countries and even beyond 
Europe. There is tremendous significance in the warning put forward in Bonn that 
today there exists a situation in which one uncertain step could become fatal. 


It is well known that, on the eve of the renewal of thetalks in Geneva, U.S. 
President Reagan put forth a proposal on the so-called “zero variant." This 
proposal amounts to the USSR eliminating all its medium-range missiles which 
oppose the nuclear forces of the USA and its allies which are deployed in West- 
ern Europe and targeted on our country. In exchange for this, the USA would 
agree only not to deploy its new missiles. 


It is not difficult to comprehend that Reagan's proposal calls for the USSR to 
carry out a unilateral disarmament and that the approximately 1,000 nuclear wea- 
pon carriers of the USA and its allies targeted on us would remain undisturbed. 


In his speech in Bonn, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev countered the false peaceableness 
of the U.S. president with his own genuine peaceableness. 


In presenting the results of Comrade Brezhnev's visit to the FRG, the CC CPSU, 
the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet, and the USSR Council of Ministers en- 
phasized that, on the whole, the visit to the FRG was actually a mission of 
peace in its fullest and highest sense. 


Leonid Il'‘ich put forward new proposals in Bonn, which serve but one purpose--to 
find mutually acceptable grounds for negotiation, to rid Europe of the danger of 
a nuclear conflagration. The essence of these proposals amounts to the follow- 
ing. While negotiations are in progress, neither side will deploy new medium- 
range nuclear weapons in Europe and will not modernize the old ones. Moreover, 
Comrade Brezhnev advised that the USSR, upon agreement by the other side, is 
prepared to go further. "As an act of good will,” said the Soviet leader, “we 
might on a unilateral basis curtail some of our nuclear medium-range armaments 
in the European USSR. This would be done in advance and would be a step toward 
that low level to which the USA and USSR might stipulate in the negotiations. 
This is a new and substantial element of our position.” It was also noted that 
the USSR proposes that Europe be freed of all nuclear weapons, both medium range 
and tactical. This would indeed be a true “zero decision", a fair one for all 
countries. 


The new initiatives by the Soviet Union, put forth by Comrade Brezhnev, are a 
graphic demonstration of the realistic, businesslike approach to solving the 
problem of nuclear weapons in Europe. In this, the USSR is oriented toward the 
prospect of converting all Europe into a nuclear-free zone. Such an approach 
is a striking contrast to the line of those who permit themselves to view the 
European continent as a “limited nuclear battlefield." 














Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's negotiations and conversations in the FRG, his meetings 


and appearances were a strong political action and a practical realization for 
the Program of Peace for the 1980s. 


Armed with this constructive program of action, our country, together with the 
fraternal socialist states, will intensify the struggle for securing the peace, 


for continuing and intensifying relaxation of tensions, for curtailing the arms 
race.

ECONOMIST VIEWS PROS, CONS OF PRIVATE ENTERPRISE, EAST EUROPEAN EXAMPLE

[Text] As is well known, some foreign socialist countries, in order to increase 
agricultural production and to improve consumer services, employ individual labor 
activity. People working in the private sector receive a considerable supplement 
to their income; in addition, a considerable part of the participation of 
collective-cooperative and family forms in performing services relieves state 
trade and consumer service establishments of some of their burden, and also pro- 
vides unquestionable convenience to citizens, 


Recently personal initiative and individual labor activity in these spheres have 
persistently made their way into our daily lives, The interest of those readers 
who commented on the article "On Private Enterprise” (SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA No 

86), which discussed the experience of the fraternal socialist countries in this 
regard, is understandable. The authors of one group of letters call for wider 
use of private labor; another group asks for a more detailed account of the 
practice of private initiative in management. There also were comments in which 
readers expressed concern with regard to its negative socio-economic and political 
consequences, 


First of all, it should be noted that the individual form of labor activity is 
not a new phenomenon in ovr society, It has existed for many decades and is 
supported by law, In accordance with Article 17 of the USSR Constitution indivi- 
dual labor activity is permitted in the fields of cottage industry, agriculture, 
consumer services, and also other forms of activity based on the personal labor 
of citizens and their families, It stands to reason that all these forms of 
personal activity must continue to develop in accordance with the public interest. 


A special decree of the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers is aimed at 
party, Soviet and economic organs, and directs them to take additional measures 
to increase production in personal subsidiary enterprises, This includes all- 
round assistance to personal subsidiary enterprises, and not only collective 
farmers but also to all other workers, including city dwellers with their garden 
and orchard plots. It follows from this decree and from the directions of L. I. 














Brezhnev at the 26th CPSU Congress that each citizen who through his personal 
labor provides his family with agricultural products and sells any surplus is 
dcing something useful and deserves all kinds of support. Statistical data 
eloquently demonstr=te the contribution of personal subsidiary enterprises to 
the overall state “money box", In 1980, for example, they produced 64 percent of 
the potztoes, 42 percent of the fruit and berries, 33 percent of the vegetables, 
32 percent of the eggs, 31 percent of the meat, 30 percent of the milk and 21 
percent of the wool, 


It is gratifying that many readers correctly evaluated not only the socio- 
economic but also the moral-psychological significance of the development of 
personal subsidiary enterprise, Labor veteran I, Babakov (Moscow), in supporting 
the attention of the party and government to the agricultural household, remarks: 
"This is hard work -=- maintaining a garden or orchard, tending livestock, But 
indeed, it is an education in labor, and so instills love and respect for the land, 
the countryside, and for grain.” In this connection, it has long been time, write 
many readers, to remove the obstacles which prevent city dwellers from buying 
abandoned farm homes in rural areas, and particularly in the non-chernozem zone 

of the RSFSR. It is indeed here that there is particularly large potential for 
growth in private enterprise, Considering the shortage of agricultural products, 
the abundance of uncultivated land, and the exodus of workers from rural areas, 
the return of people to the land would bring a tangible addition to the common 
stock. 


It stands to reason that we are talking about production of produce through 
personal labor, and not through exploitation by the state or other citizens. 

Of course, the resale of produce at markets, the feeding of personal livestock 
with grain stolen from a kolkhoz or sovkhoz, or speculation, about which a group 
of comrades from Kalini Oblast, V. Baklakov of Moscow and I. Kalpskov from 
Tatariya wrote, are illegal. Local organs must, on the one hand, establish the 
most strict control over individual labor activity; and on the other, render the 
utmost assistance. 


Many readers (A, Boykov from Novosibirsk, V, Arutyunov from Groznyy and others) 
are interested in which private industries citizens may engage in. Decree of 

the USSR Council of Ministers No 283 of 13 May 1976 permits participating in all 
types of cottage industry except those listed in the decree (manufacture of 
weapons, ammunition, explosives, poisonous and narcotics substances, medicines, 
precious jewelry, etc). In addition, citizens may be prohibited from engaging in 
certain other industries "{f their development might be damaging to the public 
interest" by union republic councils of ministers (but not local organs, which 
occurs not infrequently, according to some letters from readers). It is believed, 
however, that in light of the 1977 USSR constitution the time has come to adopt 

a law which would emphasize the compatibility of such activity with the interests 
of society. 


It also would be useful not to limit individual labor activity to cottage industry, 
but also to apply it to other branches in the sphere of services, which could be 
interpreted to derive from Article 17 of the constitution, 














Some readers logically pose the question of state assistance in this sphere of 
activity, This is even more logical since there is a model -- the decree of the 
CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers on private subsidiary enterprises. This 
decree provides for all sorts of assistance to them, It calls for provision of 
equipment, instrumeatation, credit, and even (if livestock is being raised on 
contract) permissicn to maintain the number of heads above the norm, Also 

worthy of attention is the suggestion of reader V, Levin to establih tax privi- 
leges for pensioners and war and labor invalids. On this point, the practice of 
the fraternal socialist countries demonstrates the expediency of tax privileges 
for those types of activity whose development coincide with the interests of 
society. And even in our country the government has adopted a decision to exempt 
from income tax assessment those private plots of citizens who grow produce which 
is in short supply, as for example, French beans, This is to stimulate production 
of such scarce products, 


As soon as the necessary attention to individual labor activity in the sphere of 
services gives results in the form of their rejuvenation, it may be possible, on 
the other hand, to increase the fee for permission to engage in a cottage indus- 
try, which now is the paltry sum of 5 rubles, 


All these proposals are by no means some new discovery, They are in accordaace 
with the constitution, and follow the course of Lenin's theories and practice of 
the building of socialisn, 


And now to the subject of tle concern expressed by the authors of several letters 
(N. Asafov from Monchegorsk, A, Dogachev from Biysk and others) that the develop- 
ment of small-scale private enterprises migit lead to the rebirth of the bouz- 
geoisie and of capitalism, I must assure them that there are no grounds for such 
fears, Indeed, we are not talking about private capitalistic enterprises based 

on hired labor and exploitation of the individual, but rather of individual and 
family type enterprises, in which another's labor is not exploited, Moreover, 

the activity of the private sector is under constant control of the state and of 
society and by virtue of that alone cannot be converted into a private capitalistic 
sector. 


Alarm is also expressed in letters from G, Yegorov of Okha and Comrade 
Odnolyubtseva of Moscow that individual labor activity will attract “much healthy, 
energetic, enterprising and highly skilled labor from basic production activities," 
will lead to excessive enrichment of cottage industries, to speculation and theft, 
But I would remind them that in this regard we are speaking mainly of labor which 
is not engaged in primary production, These are pensioners, housewives and in- 
valids, people who can work only part of the day, who supplement their work with 
other work, and so forth,

CENTRAL ASIAN REPUBLICS OBSERVE MILITIA DAY 
In the Kirghiz SSR

/"I swear in good conscience and without fear to ful- 
fill all the obligations imposed upon me...." 


These sacred words of the oath are always pronounced solemnly 
and excitedly by persons who have, of their own free will, de- 
cided to devote their lives to the selfless service of the peo- 
ple by joining the ranks of the Soviet militia./ /in boldface/ 


Service in the militia is difficult and not always without danger. A militia man 
must often come into contact with a sphere of human relations which is far from the 
best: he is on the leading edge of the fight against thefts and speculation /black- 
marketeering/, drunkenness and parasitism, hooliganism and other negative phenomena 
which hinder the active creative labor of Soviet people, their social life, rest 
and recreation. 


One could cite quite a few examples where these soldiers of law and order, scorning 
mortal danger and exhibiting unprecedented courage, have honorably carried out 
their duty to the people, who have given them broad powers and a lofty responsibi- 
lity. 


Recently on the territory of the Tokmakskiy PMK /Mobile Mechanized Column/ a group 
of hardened criminals killed a guard and stole a state-owned motor vehicle. In or- 
der to seek out the criminals, an operational group was formed, headed by the depu- 
ty chief of the Chuyskiy ROVD /Rayon Division of Internal Affairs/, senior lieute- 
nant of militia V, Saybel". The evil-doers prepared a new crime when the militia 
men came upon their tracks. It was not so easy or safe to disarm these armed and 
motorised bandits, who, as they say, had nothing more to lose. Now they have all 
been arrested, and soon they will stand trial. 


Considerable amounts of persistence and courage have been displayed by the militia 
men during the responsible time of harvesting the crops and procuring feed grain 
for the livestock. Thousands of people cultivate farm crops by self-sacrificing 
and daily toil. At the same time there are individual extortioners who strive to 
tear off from the public loaf as big a piece as possible for themselves. Under 














cover of night they haul wheat, corn, hay, and feed concentrates into their own pri- 
vate barns and sheds. During this period the militia men are always at their duty 
posts: they maintain law and order on the grain routes, intercept the slightest at- 
tempt at stealing the harvest, and guard the threshing-floors and ricks against 
fires. 


As is well known, the militia does not work in isolation. It is aided by a broad- 
based group of activists, all honorable persons, who have pledged themselves to 
work for order in our cities and rural areas, as well as to reinforce legality. 
With the aid of the public a group of plunderers who had been supplying themselvus 
for a long time at the Oshskiy Meat-Packing Combine was disclosed. These criminals 
had inflicted enormous harm on the state. But in order to reveal all the clever in- 
trigues of this criminal case, the investigators--Militia Captain T. Akchurin and 
Lieutenant V. Burlutskiy, together with a whole group of BKhSS [Struggle against 
Theft of Socialist Property and Speculation] of the oblast militia administration, 
had ‘to work for more than one or even two months. All those who took part in this 
thievery were punished severely. More than 300,000 rubles worth of materials were 
taken from them on behalf of the state. 


The ranks of the Oshskiy UVD /Administration of Internal Affairs/ have dozens of ex- 
perienced persons who are devoted to the cause of the Chekists /Militia/, BkhSS In- 
spector Major R, Musardin has been working in the militia for more than 20 years. 

He is responsible for disccvering hundreds of petty and major thefts, which he has 
handled with a high degree of professionalism; these include the exposure of a 
group of criminals who plundered an over-all total of more than 600,000 rubles at 
the Kolkhoz imeni Rakhmanadzhan in Oshskaya Oblast. 


Many more names worthy of mention could be cited. An entire series of this repub- 
lic's militia men have been awarded the titles “Best Inspector of Criminal Investi- 
gation,” “Best Militia Investigator,” and “Best BKhSS Inspector." Many have been 
entered in the Book and on the Board of Honor of the KiSSR Ministry of Internal Af- 
fairs; they have been awarded the following medals: “Outstanding Militia Man" and 
"For Outstanding Service to the Ministry of Internal Affairs.” These include the 
precinct inspectors A, Shevchenko, K. Moynokov, the investigators R. Kachkanakov, 
G. Timofeyev, and others. 


Not long ago a rally of young militia workers was held in Frunze. More than 300 
staff members from the various services of the internal affairs organs came to 

this rally from different rayons and oblasts of the republic. Also among them were 
the following: the UVD senior inspector in Frunge, S. Ryspayev, the precinct in- 
spector of the Oktyabr'skiy ROVD of Frunze, S. Aydarov, and the militia sergeant 
from the separate unit for protection of national economic facilities, L. Yustus. 
They came with good reputations as persons who know their business and are tho- 
roughly devoted to it, 


We have a special attitude toward the new generation of militia men, They comprise 
our replacements. Within 15 to 20 years they will form the backbone of this repub- 
lic's workers in the field of internal affairs. To form their political world 
view, to educate their activities, to teach them how to work operationally, self- 
lessly, and, a® it says in the militia oath,--with good conscience and without 
fear--this is our top-priority task. And of no small importance here is the 
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personal example of the older generation, commanders of the sub-divisions and ser- 
vices. A good reputation in the militia is enjoyed by the following mentors of 
the youth: Senior Sergeant N. Zubov, Militia Man of the Sulyuktinskiy GOVD /Muni- 
cipal Division of Internal Affairs], M.Begeakulov, and others. 


The 26th CPSU Congress posed great problems for the Soviet militia men with regard 
to strengthening socialist legality as well as law and order. And we are doing 
everything to justify this high trust of the party and the people. Nevertheless, 
not everywhere in the republic has the proper law and order been instituted. Mat- 
ters still do not stand well in our republic with regard to the prevention of crimes 
and violations of the law, although all the conditions exist for this purpose. Now 
in operation within the republic are more than 400 public points for maintaining law 
and order, about 1500 preventive councils in labor groups, and more than 4,000 vo- 
luntary people's guard groups, in which there are more than 90,000 people’s volun- 
teers. This is a large and active army of enthusiasts for maintaining law and or- 
der. Our public aides, however, are operating at half-strength, which is explained 
by the inertness and lack of know-how among tiie militia men with respect to guiding 
the common efforts into the necessary channel. 


Nor are we taking full advantage of the possibilities presented by the law in the 
struggle against drunkenness, hooliganism, parasitism, phenomena which give rise to 
many types of crimes. Unfortunately, not a single rayon division or municipal ad- 
ministration of internal affairs in this republic can state that within its precinct 
there are no parasites or drunkards--potential criminals, as practical experience 
has shown. 


Work is being poorly conducted with regard to preventing recidivist crimes. The 
way of life and behavior of parolees released ahead of time are, as a rule, poorly 
supervised. Sensing this lack of supervision, and unused to an independent, honest, 
and regular life, along with social labor, these people often commit repeat 
crimes, 


The successful implementation of the plans outlined by the party for socio-econo- 
mic development is inextricably ;linked with the further strengthening of legality 
and law and order, with the education of citizens in the spirit of a high level of 
discipline, a conservationist attitude toward socialist property, as well as an un- 
wavering observance of the laws and rules of the socialist community. Herein a 
role of considerable importance belongs to the organs of internal affairs.

Created right after the 
Great October Socialist Revolution by order of V. I. Lenin, it became from the very

first days of its existence a fighting detachment for defending the people's inte- 
rests. In all the stages of building the socialist society the militia has consis- 
tently implemented the Leninist testament on supporting the revolutionary systen, 
ruthlessly combatting counter-revolutionary elements and hooligans; it has stood vi- 
gilantly on guard over the people's property. 


The 26th CPSU Congress set forth the task of further strengthening law and order as 
well as socialist legality, the unflagging implementation of the Leninist principle 
of the inevitability of punishment, and the reliabie protection of the interests of 
the state and society. It was noted at the congress that workers in the organs con- 
cerned with maintaining law and order should combine practical qualities with civic 
courage, incorruptability, and a sense of justice. "The Soviet people,” declared 
Comrade L. I. Brezhnev,"are correct in demanding that their work be effective to the 
maximum degree, that every crime be investigated in the proper manner, and the guil- 
ty persons bear the punishment which they deserve.” 


Under present-day conditions this task can be successfully carried out only by well- 
trained, morally stable workers, Therefore, the party and the Soviet organs, along 
with the republic's Ministry of Internal Affairs are according top-priority atten- 
tion to the selection and education of personnel for the Ministry of Internal Af- 
fairs system and, above all, for its most numerous detachment--the militia. At the 
direction of the party and Komsomol organs as well as labor groups, thousands of 
Communists and Komsomol members come into the militia. These are primarily young 
people with a good preparation in general education and possessing high moral and 
political qualities. 


The militia is under the constant control of the masses. Its employees are included 
among labor groups, in rural assemblies, and sessions of the ispolkoms of Soviets of 
People's Deputies. All this constitutes traits of the genuine populism of our 
militia. 


Many rayon and municipal divisions of interna) affairs are fully staffed with qua- 
lified employees and have reliable reserves for supplementary use. For example, 
two-thirds of the personnel of the Division of Internal Affairs of the Chingirlau- 
skiy Rayon Soviet of People’s Deputies of Uralsk Oblast consist of Communists, while 
almost all the remaining staff members are Komsomol members. 


In carrying out the party's directives, the militia of Kazakhstan has everywhere in- 
tensified the struggle against crime and violations of the law. Moreover, it is 
making ever more extensive use of newer and more effective forms and methods of 
operation; it is also adopting the experience of the best units and the progressive 
components of the service. The struggle against drunkemmess, hooliganism, parasi- 
tism, robbery, and plundering of socialist property and ‘speculation is being 
stepped up. 


The main thrust in the militia's activity remains the prevention uf violations of 
law--the most humane and result-producing way to root out crime. Predominantly 
preventive measures are also employed to resolve such problems as supporting law 
and order in the cities and other populated points and preventing violations of 
law in public places, With this goal in mind the Kazakh SSR Ministry of Internal

Affairs organised a new type of service--the PPM /Mobile Militia Points/, which have 
become an effective means of maintaining public order and for preventing violations 
of law on the streets of eities and villages, and they have received widespread sup- 


port by the population. 


In accordance with the directive of the CP of Kazakhstan CC and the republic's Coun- 
cil of ministers, party and Soviet organs in the localities have rendered a great 
deal of aid in organizing this service. Today PPM's are operating in practically all 
the cities and many of the republic's rayon centers. 


The PPM‘s are unique departments of the militia. They have allowed it to strengthen 
ties with the population and to make patrol-post assignments more mobile. There has 
also been a strengthening of the ties between the militia and the volunteer people's 
druzhiny /guard groups/; furthermore, it itself has begun to work more effectively 
and with higher standards. There has been stepped-up prevention of disorders on the 
streets since the mere appearance of the PPM's influences persons inclined to viola- 
tions of the law. 


There has been an increase in the mutual cooperation among the PPM teams, the volun- 
teer people’s guard groups, and the operational Komsomol detachments. They all per- 
form a number of common functions, organically supplementing each other. 


PPM's have also shown themselves to be of quite good use in rural localities. Here, 
with the help of the public, their teams expose parasites and vicious drunkards, as 
well as checking up on the status of fire safety. As an example in this regard, we 
can cite the PPM of the Bishkul'skiy Rayon Department of Internal Affairs of the 
North Kazgakhstanskaya Oblast (with its chief, Senior Militia Lieutenant B. Zhorov), 
which gives no leeway to law-breakers and which operates in close contact with the 
public. 


With the introduction of the PPM's in the republic, not only has there been a reduc- 
tion in the number of law violations committed on the streets, but there has been a 
noticeable intensification in the struggle against the most widespread anti-social 
phenomena--drunkermmess and hooliganism. Their teams have been responsible for unco- 
vering many hot leads to crimes: robberies, thefts, and fights. 


Good service is also being rendered by the PPM‘'s of Karaganda, Ural‘sk, Dzhambul, 
Petropavlovsk, and other cities in this republic. We hope that, with the support 
of party and Soviet organs, this flexible and effective service will make its ap- 
pearance in all cities and rayon centers. 


The strength of the Soviet militia lies in its increasingly stronger ties with the 
people, in its close interaction with the public. It is carrying out preventive 
work jointly with the other formations of the working people in accordance with in- 
tegrated, comprehensive plans. 


Within the republic there are more than 11,000 councils for the prevention of law 
violations at enterprises, 2,700 public points for the maintenance of law and or 
der, 18,000 volunteer guard groups, 2,500 operational Komsomol detachments, and a 
number of other self-help organizations of the working people. An active part in 
their work with regard to curtailing violations of law is played by staff members 
of the organs of internal affairs. 
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The militia is facilitating in all ways the implementation of the tasks of the Lith 
Five-Year Plan, ensuring the preservation of the people's welfare, waging the strug- 
gle against malpractices in trade and everyday services. Its workers from the first 
to the last day of the present harvest supported law and order in the rural areas, 
implementing measures on fire safety in the fields, threshing-floors, and grain- 
receiving enterprises. The GAI /State Motor-Vehicle Inspection/ workers have co- 
vered thousands of kilometers of grain routes and side roads, as well as checking 
out numerous motor-vehicle pools which took part in the harvest. 


Not a single fire was allowed in the fields or threshing-floors. More than 600 tons 
of grain were taken from the plunderers and hoarders and returned to the farms. 


Also important is the fact that, due to the vigilance of the GAI workers, the nua- 
ber of motor-vehicle accidents on the roads was significantly decreased. And, of 
course, during the feverish harvest time in Kazakhstan's ncrtherm oblasts there 
were an enormous number of motor-vehicles and other equipment. 


GAI workers Senior Militia Sergeant N. Barinov, Junior Militia Sergeants B.Zhana- 
zhanov and B, Abuo» from Turgayskaya Oblast, Militia Sergeants M. Vikhrenko and A, 
Sernyayev, Militia Master Sergeant I. Ponomarenko from Tselinogradskaya Oblast, as 
well as many others have earned our sincere gratitude for their self-sacrificing 
toil. 


And here again a good word should be said about the PPM's, which, for the first 
time, took part in harvesting the crops. Thus, the team of the Shortandinskiy Ra- 
yon of Tselinogradskaya Oblast, headed up by Militia Lieutenant V. Yermakov, took 
two tons of wheat away from plunderers and returned them to the Sovkhoz imeni 
Seyfullin,. 


The 26th CPSU Congress emphasized the need for instituting order in trade and in 
the service sphere. We need to firmly close up all kinds of loop-holes and cracks 
for speculation, extortion, bribe-taking, etc. The struggle against this evil 
should be waged by the militia in close alliance with the organs of the public pro- 
evcutor, the people's control, the inspection offices, and public organizations. 

We must admit, however, thit there are still many shortcomings in this matter. Re- 
lying on the public, militia men ought to wage a determined offensive against grab- 
bers of every stripe. 


Service in the militia is 1 responsible and honorable matter. Its workers must al- 
ways be prepared to come to people's aid and, risking their own lives, perform 
their duty to the end. They carry children out of burning houses or boldly go for- 
ward to arrest armed criminals. At all times they are guardians of law and order 
at their posts. 


Let me cite the following examples, A worker on the line point of the Dzhuslan 
Militia Station of Kzyl-Ordinskaya Oblast, Sergeant M. Koybagarov, scorning danger, 
saved a person from perishing. His heroic deed was marked by the Order of the Red 
Star. 


Courage arid valor were manifested by workers in the field of criminal investiga- 
tion, Militia Captain A. Ismaylov and Inspector 5, Oralbekov in arresting a 
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particularly dangerous criminal. And certain armed criminals were pursued for a 
long time by inspectora of the mad-patrml aerrive uf Gal af the Alma-dte UV, NILE 
tia Sergeants V. Aleksunin and V. Kaloshin; they entered into an equal fight with 
these criminals, arrested them, and disarmed then. 





There are many such examples. And it is not by accident that last year more than 
100 workers in the republic's organs of internal affairs were awarded orders and me- 
dals; more than 3,000 earned the medal entitled “For Irreproachable Service.”

Militia.” Taking part in organizing the first detachments of 
the guardians of the revolutionary system were the following 
outstanding leaders of the Leninist party: F. E. Dszerzhin- 
skiy, M. I. Kalinin, M. V. Frunge, K. Ye. Voroshilov, the 
first people's commissar of internal affairs G. I. Petrov- 
skiy, and many others./ /in boldface/ 


Sixty-four years ago the Soviet militia, created under enemy fire, overcoming hun- 
ger, cold, a shortage of arms, began in a self-sacrificing struggle to carry out 
the extremely complex and responsible tasks confronting it. 


On 7 December 1924 the Commissariat of Internal Affairs of the Tajik Autonomous Re- 
public was created. We will always remember the hero of the Civil War, the first 
people's commissar, Abdullo Yarmukhamedov, the chief of the republican militia,

Khaytov immediately went to the sus- 
pect’s house. When Davranov caught sight of these militia men at the doorway, 

he threw a lighted match into the corridor, on which he had previously poured gaso- 
line, and he hastened to flee. Fire spread over the militia men. And still they 
managed to arrest the criminal. He was brought to trial./ fin boldface/ 


Also working at full efficiency are the following: precinct inspector of the OVD 
of the Kokandskiy gorispolkom militia lieutenant Odilzhon Gafurov, chief of the 
passport desk of the Nishanskiy rayispolkom OVD senior militia lieutenant, Galina 
Korchagina, inspector of the GAI UVD of the Bukharskiy oblispolkom junior militia 
lieutenant Zarif Ashurov, senior inspector of the OBKhSS UVD of the Tashoblispol- 
kom senior militia lieutenant Bakhodir Kholmatov and many others. 
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One of the most important tasks for the militia organs is ensuring the complete dis- 
closure of crimes, implementing the principle of the inevitability of punishment. 
And the militia of Uzbekistan have achieved successes in this direction. 


Many former law-breakers have become acclimated to a life of honest labor. Quite a 
few carefully obscured groups of plunderers of socialist property and bribe-takers 
have ceased to exist.

Hand 
in hand with the VChK [All-Russian Extraordinary Commission for Combating Counter- 
revolution and Sabotage (1917--1922)] and receiving support from the workers it 
overcame the sabotage committed by the kulaks and speculation and struggled against 
anarchy and gangsterisn. 


Tn the last few decades there have been several generations of militia-men, but 
selfless service to the people has always been and remains the chief trait of their 
work. We honor those veterans who have given up the best years of their lives in 
the service of the militia. The young militia-men are being taught by the older 
generation of soldiers of law and order a selfless attitude toward their work and 

a faithfulness to the oath they have taken and to their official duties. 


In recent years a number of measures have been adopted for improving the work of 
the militia and strenthening its effectiveness and mobility of action under chang- 
ing conditions.

The main emphasis in this 
struggle, as was noted in the decisions of the party and legislative acts, is pre- 
vention.

[Text] The Soviet militia can trace its geneology to the third day after the vic- 
tory of the Great October Socialist Revolution. On 10 November 1917 an historic 
statute “On a workers’ militia" was adopted on the initiative of Vladimir Il'yich 
Lenin, and for 64 years already the Soviet militia has steadfastly and selflessly 
served its socialist homeland, the people, and the cause of the Communist Party. 


The history of our militia is inseparable from the history of the 

Soviet regime and is indissolubly connected with the name of Lenin, who considered 
the questions of providing a revolutionary legal system and law and order as an 
integral part of the teachings on a proletarian state. Given birth by the October 
Revolution the worker-peasant militia became the first armed vanguard of workers 
to rise up in defense of revolutionary law and order. 


The fighters in the Leninist Guard -- F. E. Dzerzhinskiy, M. I. Kalinin, M. V. Frun- 
ze, K. Ye. Voroshilov, G. I. Petrovskiy, and others -- promoted the establishment 
of the militia and the creation of its glorious traditions. 
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In the first years of the Soviet regime yesterday's workers and peasants, soldiers 
and sailors, struggled against crime, political gangsterism, and kulak revolts. 
During the years of industrialization and collectivization the militia helped the 
people on the labor front, stopped the machinations of the profiteers of the New 
Economic Policy, thieves, and speculators, and exposed criminals of all colors. 

It was rightly considered the friend of homeless children. 


During the bleak years of the Great Patrictic War the employees of the militia 
together with all the Soviet people courageously and steadfastly fought on the 
fronts and in partisan detachments and vigilantly protected socialist law and 
order in the interior. 


The Azerbaijan militia, which was created on the day after the establishment of 
Soviet authority in our republic, is one of the fighting detachments of the Soviet 
militia. A statute on the militia of the Azerbaijan Soviet Socialist Republic was 
worked out and approved in the first few days of Soviet authority while the instruc- 
tions concerning the militia-man were formulated somewhat later. Thus was the be- 
ginning of the militia of the republic, which was headed by the prominant revolu- 
tionary Gamid Sultanov, who was appointed the people's commissar of internal af- 
fairs. The Central Committee of the AKP(b) [Azerbaijan Communist Party (of Bol- 
sheviks)] in considering the role of the militia in the struggle to consolidate 

the young Soviet regime enlisted the faithful sons of the Azerbaijan people, who 
were boundlessly devoted to the cause of the revolution, into the organs for the 
protection of public order. In the 1920's and 1930's, Aziz Nazarov, Mamed Amin 
Shekinskiy, Makhmud Godzhayev, Gusi Gadzhiyev, Ibragim Abilov, and many others who 
directed the work of the militia in the republic, played an important role in stren- 
gthening law and order and in the struggle against gangsterism, speculation, and 
other criminal acts. 


The heroic deeds of our employees during the Great Patriotic War are inscribed in 
gold letters in the history of the Azerbaijan militia. While routing the aggressors

[Text] Consistent measures are being taken in our country for further strengthen- 
ing the socialist legal system and law and order. Important measures are being 
carried out fer perfecting legislation, improving the work of law enforcement or- 
gans, and developing the activism of the public. 


In talking about law enforcement organs at the 26th Congress of the CPSU L. I. Bre- 
zhnev emphasized: “The Soviet people have a right to demand that the work of the 
organs will be maximumly effective and that each criminal act will be properly in- 
vestigated and the guilty parties will receive the punishment they deserve".

Among the workers of GAI [State Automobile Inspection] and the highway patrol I 
would like to mention M. Lasmanis, V. Chaplinskiy, T. Lamberate, and A. Polyakov, 
who together with their assistants -- public motor vehicle inspectors and members 
of voluntary people's patrols -- are doing much to provide for the safety of high- 
way traffic.

The names of our comrades who have given their lives for the life and peace of oth- 
ers will remain in the eternal memory of the people. It is not without emotion 
that we recall Militia Major Yuozas Paltanavichyus and Captain of Internal Service 
Lyudas Neshukaytis, who gave up their lives in time of peace in the defense of 
state interests and the rights of citizens. 


The short, laconic entries in the archives, "Died in the performance of official 
duties", for the younger generation of militia-men serve as pages from the text- 
book of courage, determination, and boundless devotion to their duty and revolu- 
tionary traditions.

Minister of Internal Affairs Interview 


Tallinn MOLODEZH' ESTONII in Russian 10 Nov 81 p 2

[Text] As with anything, if a conscientious attitude is ar’opted, “This service 

is both honorable and difficult". These are the words that are sung in the popular 
introductory music to the very popular television series entitled "“Znatokakh A 
series about employees of the Criminal Investigation Department. But in this song 
-- remember -- they sing about the fact that this work differs from all others: 
“Again, we must go into an invisible battle". And, indeed, the employees of the 
organs of internal affairs, whether in uniform or “in civies", armed with a pistol 
or a magnifying glass, are waging a constant battle for order on the streets and 
highway:, for the observance of laws and social norms, and in general -- for the 
protection of each one of us. For our mutual respect and for our peace. Regard- 
less of duties or rank the job for all members of the Soviet militia is not easy. 
However, this is why their official duty is high and honored and is equal to their 
civic dvty. It is no accident that the shoulder straps of the militia-men bear 

a gold emblem with the State Seal of the USSR: the militia-man is a man of the 
state. 


On the eve of Soviet Militia Day MOLODEZH' ESTONII turned to M. O. Tibar, minister 
of internal affairs of the Estonian SSR and major-general of the internal service, 
with a request to answer a few questions. 
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[Question] Feliks Edmundovich Dzerzhinskiy was one of the original leaders of the 
Soviet militia. In your opinion, Marko Oskarovich, in what form do the traditions 
laid down by Dzerzhinskiy manifest themselves today? 


[Answer] In a faithfulness to the duty before society. In an understanding of 
the tasks with which we are faced and in a devotion to the ideals of our state. 
The concrete work of the Soviet militia is precise, its results are far from being 
seen immediately. And if our employees do not lose heart, overcome professional 
difficulties and hardships with determination, it is because we recall the bidding 
of Dzerzhinskiy: our national militia-men should have a cool head, a warm heart, 
and clean hands. 


[Question] A capacious formula! But to conform to it is probably not easy... What 
methods do you see for increasing the authority of the organs of internal affairs? 


[Answer] The careful preservation of the honor of the uniform. And by this we 
mean effective measures and an adherance to principles and correct behavior on the 
part of each employee. And, naturally, the more extensive and stronger our ties 
with the public, the greater the authority of militia, on the whole. Let us cite 
an obvious example. There was a time in Tallinn when the greatest number of traf- 
fic violations was committed by the taxi fleet. With the help of workers of the 
GAI [State Motor Vehicle Inspection] service and public inspectors and with the 
help of the press and a system of measures adopted within the taxi fleet itself 

not only have violations been reduced to a minimum, but the taxi drivers themselves 
have begun to set the tone on the streets of our city. Thus making regulations 
known and a skillful application of our sanctions have contributed to an increase 
in the authority of the militia. For our own part we are conducting an ardent 
struggle to increase an adherance to principles and to ensure that there is strict 
conformity with our principles in the actions of each employee of the Ministry of 
Internal Affairs. I will not say that everything has already been accomplished 

in this respect and that we have eliminated all violations, but improvements cannot 
be denied. 


[Question] To talk about the militia -- means to talk about its personnel. In 
the first few years of the Soviet regime the personnel in the Soviet militia were 
basically replenished from tine komsomol... 


[Answer] And today also. In this is yet another tradition laid down by Feliks 
Edmundovich. The educational level of employees has become very high. Youth make 
up almost half of the employees in some rayon departments of internal affairs. On 
the whole, our employees have a special or higher education or are studying in a 
higher educational institution. Why am I talking about this? Because the level 

of education frequently determines the professional level and attitude toward one's 
job. They come to us on the direction of party and komsomol organs after having 
passed an interview by preliminary selection commissions in the raykoms (divisional 
inspectors are even interviewed in the rayispolkoms). We are striving to keep to 
a minimum the number of people coming into the militia by chance. That is why so 
much attention is given to political-educational work. Indeed, each employee re- 
resents the law ani, subsequently, he himself must irreproachably conform to it. 


[Question] To tell the truth, as a rule, we remember the militia only when we find 
ourselves in a difficult situation or become witnesses to a violation of the law. 
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Or when the militia stops our own violations of the law. And few find that plea- 
sant... Ina word, your work is difficult! Is that not a pity? 


[Answer] No crime is committed without witnesses, certain facts depend on them. 
Everyone understands this, however, the militia has a difficult time in securing 
witnesses. And, indeed, an atmosphere of indifference toward illegal acts fre- 
quently becomes a prerequisite for crime. 


{Question} I remember, Ustap Bender dispersed a crowd of curious bystanders after 
having pulled out a notebook: “Witnesses, write down your names!" 


[Answer] Exactly. In order not to submit and to resist indifference, we constant- 
ly strive to expand the ranks of public activists. And the result is that a few 
years ago we received 100--120 alarms and calls daily, but now we receive up to 

300, I repeat, daily. Convincing, yes? And gratifying. Indeed, the fact that 
people turn to us attests to the growth in their trust. This also means our autho- 
rity has increased. Incidentally, there is yet another sign of the times: the 
tolerant attitude toward drunkenness is slowly but surely disappearing. And in 
this we depend on the public. There is less formalism at meetings of the councils 
for the prevention of alcoholism in enterprises and residential management commit- 
tees. In the last few years the number of members of the voluntary people's patrols 
has doubled in the capital city of the republic, for example, and throughout Estonia 
tens of thousands of people are participating in the work of the DND [Voluntary 
People's Patrol], which is a whole army! And now with justification we believe 

that young people should be accepted into the voluntary people's patrols not just 
on the basis of their desire, but on the basis of having earned this honor through 
exemplary work in komsomol detachments, whose assistance we value highly. 


You mentioned that we are, on the whole, remembered only during difficult moments? 
No, that is not a pity. Indeed, are physicians thought of in any other way? What 
is important is that we render aid in time there where we are needed. The militia 
is technically well equipped, however, without the activism cf all our citizens, 
without their appreciation, the prevention of crime would be difficult. 


[Question] Marko Oskarovich, violations of the law are far from being eliminated, 
as is known. Juveniles are of special concern. What are the chief reasons here? 
And what is the first thing the public can do with respect to this matter? 


[Answer] Much more thought should be given to the better organization cf leisure 
time for youth. We still have very few study groups and play areas within the 
housing units, there should be a cafe for youth, all kinds of children's clubs, 
centers, and parks in every city. And I would like to point out to parents that 

a child is educated much better in the home than outside of it. When a juvenile 
ends up under investivation by the section on juvenile affairs, it is frequently too 
late. The purpose is not to correct, but to prevent the "entry" into a life of 
crime. When a boy between the ages of 11 and 14 steals an automobile on a dark 
night, IL always want to ask not why he has stolen the automobile, but why he is 

on the streets at all at that time of the night. There is the suspicion that at 
home all is not well with the parents. Here I think members of the komsomol should 
exert an influence -- in connection with evening programs and, above all, in con- 
nection with the organization of free time for children of school age. And the 
militia will always assist them in this matter. 
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[Question] We began with Dzerzhinskiy's “formula', which describes the professional 
qualities of ap employee of the militia. Let us try to find a “formula” which des- 
cribes the work of employees of the internal service. 


[Answer] Such a "formula" has already been found: "My militia protects me"! This 
could not be said any better. Indeed, our main tas consists of ensuring that each 
resident of the republic (and of the country) feels that he has someone on whom 

he can depend. This is our goal, and this is why we exist. 


[Question] I would like to thank you for this conversation and to congratulate 
all the workers of the militia on their national holiday and wish them new successes.

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TAJIK INCOMES STEADILY INCREASE

[Text] During the years of Soviet rule, the face of Tajikistan has changed beyond 
recognition. It has been transformed from a backward province of imperial Russia 
into a modern republic with a highly advanced industry and agriculture and a 
constantly rising standard of living. 


Year by year the Communist Party and the Soviet government are steadily working out 
plans aimed at raising the living standards of the populace. The people's 
socialist state concerns itself constantly with the workers’ wellbeing and the 
improvement and development of education, science and culture. Favorable 
conditions for personal development at work and recreation have been provided on a 
regular all-round basis. There is a steady rise in the population's income and in 
their consumption of material and spiritual benefits. Each member of the socialist 
society is guaranteed an equitable share of social security. The rise in the 
standard of living is directly linked to the national income. At present mre than 
three-quarters of the national income is used directly for popular consumption. 


The real income of the populace during the last three five-year plans has almost 
doubled. The reasons for this steady increase are, first, that the prices of 

basic consumer goods and services and apartment rents have remained unchanged. For 
instance, retail prices for the majority of foodstuffs and non-foodstuff items have 
not increased during the past quarter-century, and in fact by comparison with the 
amount of goods stockpiled, have decreased. Moreover, for the past fifty years 
apartment rents have not risen, and remain the lowest in the world. Secondly, 

the wages of workers in industry, services and kolkhozes--the basic source of any 
rise in living standards--are rapidly increasing. 


While in 1965 the average monthly wage for a worker or services employee was R 96, 
in 1980 this wasup to R 143.2, an increase of R 47.2. During the same period the 
wages of kolkhoz workers have increased 1.8 times, bringing them quite close to 
the level of pay for urban and services workers. 


The rise in material wellbeing is inseparable from the satisfaction of demand for 
highclass goods and services. This point of the Party's program is reflected in 
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the rapid development of production and retail distribution of goods produced by 
the people. Tajikistan, as a highly-developed republic of the Soviet East, now 
manufactures the requisite quantity of products to satisfy the demands of the 
populace, and even more in the case of a whole range of goods. 


During the last five-year plan alone, production of consumer goods increased by 
more than 1.4 times, and retail sales turnover by 37 percent. Every year, each 
inhabitant of the republic is sold 580 rubles’ worth of various foodstuffs and 
manufactured articles, representing an 18 percent increase over the beginning 

of the 10th Five-Year Plan. Foodstuffs distribution has greatly improved and 
demand for manufactures such as textiles, knitwear, stockings, socks and shoes is 
being more satisfact.rily met. The business of supplying the populace of the 
republic with everyday necessities is improving. 


Community consumer funds are playing a considerable part in raising the standard 
of living. The amount spent on specialized and advanced education, medical 
services, public assistance, pensions, scholarships, annual leave, expenses for 
pre-school institutions and a range of other grants and subsidies that the people 
of Tajikistan get from community funds passed the 1.1 billion ruble mark in 1980; 
this comprises 281 rubles per head of the population. 


A large amount of the state budget is spent on public education. At present one- 
third of the population of the republic is receiving free tuition at a school, 
college or technical college. Seldom do we consider how much this costs the 
state. For example, in the course of one year the cost to the state for a student 
in a general secondary school is more than R164; for one in a special secondary 
school, R 620; and for a student in a college, R 920. All students at technical 
and vocational training centers are given stipends and provided free with food 
and clothing. Free medical services for the whole population of the republic 
constitute an enormous benefit. Thanks to the constant concern of the Party and 
government, our republic possesses large and versatile polyclinic dispensaries, 
which provide both towns and villages with top-grade essential services. At 
present the government spends about R 50 per year for each inhabitant of the 
republic on health care and more than eight rubles per day for each patient in 
hespital. 


It should be noted that so far as concerns indexes of health care development, the 
republic has surpassed not only the neighboring Near and Middle Eastern countries 
but even the advanced capitalist countries of western Europe. 


In our country children are treated with great care, and their pre-school education 
is spent in kindergartens and day care centers. Presently over 110,000 children 
are being looked after at any one time in the republic's day care centers. Over 
380,000 children enjoy vacations every year at summer camps, The cost of caring 
for one child at a day care center amounts to more than R 450 per year, 80 percent 
of which is met from state funds. 


For the llth Five-Year Plan, a greater increase is projected in the material 
and cultural living standards of the people. The 75.3 percent of the national 
income devoted to consumer use will be raised to 77.3. It is planned to set 
aside R 16 billion for centralized projects to increase wages and also pensions 
and subsidies. The minimum monthly wage is to be raised 13-16 percent, to 
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R 190-195. Kolkhoz workers’ incomes from communal agriculture will be raised 
20-22 percent. Community consumer funds will comprise R 138 billion, an increase 
of 20 percent over 1980. 


In the present five-year plan many projects are underway to upgrade state allowances 
for large families. Thus during 1981-83 the granting of paid leave for care of 

a child up to the age of 1 year has been implemented in part, and it is planned to 
give an allowance in a lump sum at the birth of the child and to increase the 
monthly allowanee for single mthers. In the llth Five-Year Plan an improvement 

is also projected in the living standards of veterans of labor and of the Great 
Patriotic War. The minimum pension rate will also be raised. The government is 

to allocate an extra R 6 billion for improving social services. 


Among the projects aimed at raising the living standards of workers, special impor- 
tance is attached to adequately meeting the demand for a variety of goods and 
services. With this in view, during the llth Five-Year Plan it is intended to 
expand production of manufactures, and to increase the range and improve the 
quality of those products most in demand. By 1985, foodstuffs production will 

have increased 23-26 percent and light manufactured articles 18-20 percent over 
1980; while production of household goods and appliances will have increased by a 
factor of 1.4. 


The volume of retail sales curnover at state outlets and cooperatives in the 
republic is increasing 36.7 percent, and the volume of consumer services by 50 
percent. 


The successful implementation of the broad social and economic program initiated 
ty the Communist Party and Soviet Government will ensure a great advance in the 
material and cultural living standards cf the people and a long life for Soviet 
man.

CHUVASH EXPERIENCE SHOWS NEED FOR LOCAL CONTROL OF ACRICULTURE

Land Needs One Master -- Eleven ‘Proms’ in One Rayon"! 


[Text] Tsivil'sk -- an ancient town on the banks of the Volga -- is the center 

of the large agricultural region of Chuvashiya, The local farmers are famous for 

the good yields of grains and potatoes, and have much experience in growing hops. 

Indeed, the republic is the largest producer of this technical crop in the Russian 
Federation, And in livestock raising the workers of Tsivil'sk villages have also 

had great success, 


And one more feature: the 16 sovkhozes situated on the territory of Tsivil'sk 
Rayon are directly subordinate to 11 various organizations and departments (prom). 
Is it easy to administer such a complex? The following republic associations have 
farms here: "Chuvashkhmeleprom", "Chuvashsemprom", “Chuvashsvinoprom", “Chuvash- 
plodoovoshchkhoz", “Chuvashptitseprom", Also with farms are the breeding trust 
“Rosplemob"yedineniya", the All-union Academy of Agricultural Sciences imeni V. I. 
Lenin section for the non-chernozem zone of the RSFSR, the sovhoz-tekhnikum of 

the Main Administration of the Ministry of Agriculture of the RSFSR, and the 
Chuvash Zonal Scientific Research Hops Cultivation Station. There is not a single 
sovkhoz or kolkhoz directly subordinate to the agricultural administration of 
Tsivil'sk Rayon, The administration does exist, although it is true that the 
salaries of the chief and the specialists are somewhat lower than usual, but they 
have no real authority to manage... 


"It is an advisory organ," the f.rst secretary of the Tsivil'sk Party Raykon, 
Maksim Ivanovich Korotkov, says of it, "All that remains for the specialists to 
do is give advice, which no one is obligated to follow, and to compile reports. 

At the November (1981) Plenum of the CC CPSU Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev emphasized: 
“An important place in developing the food supply program must be devoted to such 
major problems as perfecting the economic mechanism and management systems -- 
management of agriculture and the agricultural industrial complex as a whole. 

And, of course, management at the local level... We must comprehensively strength- 
en the rayon echelon of management." 


At present it is frequently like this: the rayon officials can only consider the 


farms which are being normally serviced, but they are helpless to assist those in 
difficulty, 
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“For example", continues Maksim Ivanovich, “at one time a poultry complex with a 
capacity of 230,000 laying hens was built at the "Dinamo" sovkhoz. It was a 
necessary project, but we understood that once such a complex was built that 
housing for workers would be necessary also, And what happened? During the 

entire 10th Five-year Plan we requested "Ptitseprom™ to allocate the means to 
construct two 18-apartment buildings, They were included in the plan only last 
year. As a result, time was lost, and the sovkhoz is in a most difficult situation 
with regard to personnel, At four hops raising sovkhozes no housing at all is 
being built, although we requested it long ago..." 


The directors of trusts and associations also do not manifest the necessary 
concern when sovkhozes do not fulfill their plans for production and sale of 
crops other than those in which they specialize. Lip service is paid to the 

fact that all branches should operate erficiently, but in fact one struggles with 
pork, another with hops, while production of “non-primary" crops -- grain, potato- 
es, milk, wheat -- is in the position of an outcast which “overburdens" the plan 
in “prom" farms. For example, at the hops raising sovkhozes (of which there are 
five in the rayon) the very lowest yields of grain are received from year to 

year -- five to six quintals less than the rayon average. Their yields of tilled 
crops are noticeably lower, But indeed thousands of hectares of such crops are 
under cultivation, Could it be that the fields of the hops growing sovkhozes 

are distinguished by their low natural fertility? No, in their soil character- 
istics they are not a bit poorer than the rest, There is a different reason. 


First of all the difference in yield is explained Sy the fact that all organic 
fertilizers are used up by the hops cultivation; there are not enough organics 
left for the other crops, The rayon has long posed to “Chuvashkhmelepronm” the 
question: compensate for the shortage of organics at least by increasing deliver- 
ies of mineral fertilizers, But the association invariably cites its limited 
resources, and promises to once more appeal tu “Roskhmel'", But what do grain, 
potatoes, milk and meat mean to an office which manages hops production? Thus 
none of them has solved the question of fertilizer, 


Because of the low yield most of the crops of these very hops growing sovkhozes 
incur not inconsiderable losses, And the rayon plan is not fulfilled. 


Tsivil'sk Rayon is not far from Cheboksary, but directors and specialists of 
associations and trusts, according to Maksim Ivanovich, are not frequent visitors 
here. "We do not see them on the farms," he said, And when they do pass by they 
are home in Cheboksary by nightfall, During such trips, of course, no serious 
questions are studied, and no problems are resolved. Superficiality is the 
unavoidable style of management for a distance, They are cut off from the land! 
How many people have been taken from the villages and resettled in Cheboksary -- 
indeed hundreds of them in all the “prom” offices... Hundreds of specialists 
tied down by paper! Just try now to find a specialist on a sovkhoz,., 


Korotkov began to enumerate: there are no chief agronomists on the "Rassvet", 
“Pamyati Ul'yanova" or "Pravda" sovkhozes; no chief livestock specialists at the 
“Bronevik", the "Soyuz" or the "Kommunar"; and no machine operation engineers or 





economists on several other farms, “Uur personnel the breed Cheboksary asphalt 
Would you like to know how many of them are there at present...” 


I was interested in knowing, And it was not difficult to become convinced that 
the administrative staffs there are in fact inflated, All the associations now 
have all the services: agronomic, animal husbandry, engineering, economics, 
construction, accounting-audit, and management, Every “prom” has scores of 
specialists, but the specialized activities of the branch are handled by only a 
few people, For example, out of the 24 employees of “Chuvashskotoprom"™ only three 
are veterinary specialists, The remainder, in essence, duplicate the work of 
corresponding sections and services of the Ministry of Agricuiture of the autonon- 
ous republic, 


Fifteen years ago a total of only 86 people worked at the ministry. Remember: 86. 
Today on the staffs of only six of the leading “proms” there are more than 190 
people, whose monthly total salaries are 29,630 rubles plus a temporary duty 
travel fund of many thousand rubles (association workers travel to farms for 
temporary duty work)... A large four-story building built in a new rayon of 
Cheboksary especially for the “proms” is already crowded. And the Ministry of 
Agriculture? Why it, naturally, has not been reduced in personnel -- on the 
contrary, it now has 114 employees, 


Thus it is seen that the management apparatus for agriculture in the republic has 
increased from 86 to 304 staff members, But that is not all, For a full picture 
we must add to this the management personnel of the “Chuvashkombikorm", 
"Chuvashsel'energo", “Chuvashsel'khozkhimii", and "Chuvashsel'khoztekhnika ", 

of the republic inter-kolkhoz administration for capital construction, of several 
land reclamation organizations, and of the laboratories of Scientific Organization 
of Labor, created to solve problems of rational organization of labor. 


My interlocutors in Cheboksary and in the rayons of the republic did not attempt 

to derogate the significance of the “proms”, Of course, the associations have 
played their role in accelerating the process of specialization and of confirming 
progressive principles of management, But unfortunately, this has not happened 
without cost, With regard to the expediency of a particular form of organizational 
structure, it is necessary to evaluate it in terms of the final results, 


Semen Valer'yanovich Valer'yanov who has for fourteen years -- since the day of 
its establishment -- headed the “VYurnarskiy" sovkhoz related to us in detail how 
much the “Chuvashskotoprom" association has done to strengthen and develop this 
farm. “I do not see,” he said, “any inconvenience in the fact that the head- 
quarters is located in Cheboksary, It is true that I must travel there not less 
than once a week, But so what? I have a vehicle, the road is good, and 100 
versts is no distance. Of course, many questions which we decide at the associa- 
tion would be decided locally in our rayon if we were not subordinate to the 
association, But it is not so terrible to travel there frequently -- work 
proceeds normally in my absence”, 


Propaganda and the dissemination of advanced experience in feeding cattle are 
considered by the director to be the most valuable facet of the activity of 
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“Chuvashskotoprom", To study this experience S, Valer'yanov traveled to the best 
“prom” farms inp many oblasts -- Orenburg, Novosibirsk, Kursk -- in other words 

"he covered half of Russia"... "“Chuvashskotoprom" regularly conducts seminars 

to study the experience of the most progressive members, These are attended not 
only by directors but aiso by specialists from the sovkhozes, "What did the study 
of advanced experience do for you? How do you use it?” 


"We try not to lag behind the advanced ones, Our sovkhoz is far from the worst 
in the association..." 


“And what is the best that you saw in your travels, for example, this year?" 


"I went to ‘Yadrinskiy', The average daily overweight there? It is good -- 
700 grams and even up to 800... The distance? About 135 kilometers,” 


“How far is it, Semen Valer'yanovich, to the "Samolet’ kolkhoz, which is in 
your own rayon? About ten kilometers... Did you not go there for experience? 
Indeed, in your specialized sovkhoz in eight months of this year the average 
daily overweight of cattle was 271 grams, while in ‘Samolet’ it was 897, a 
little more than in ‘Yadrinskiy’ ", 


“Maybe that was the result of terminal fattening at ‘Samolet', while we use 
general fattening -- the whole herd.” The director attentively noted the 
presence at our discussion of the first secretary of the party raykom, Vasiliy 
Ignat 'yevich Romanov, as if seeking support from that experienced manager, 
Honored Agronomist of the RSFSR, behind whom is an enormous amount of experience 
in work directly at the rural level, But how was he to console the director, 
knowing well the “pluses” and “minuses"™ of all farms of the rayon! 

"Come," I suggested, “compare some more general results. The ‘Samolet' kolkhoz 
completed the tenth five-year plan with a surplus; your sovkhoz suffered a loss 
of 856,000 rubles. Included was a loss of 325,000 rubles in fattening cattle." 


We did not look fo» such bad examples among the farms subordinate to the associa- 
tion, To pick out one in Vurnarskiy Rayon would be impossible; all the 

sovkhozes belonging to the specialized association had losses according to the 
results of the five-year plan. The average daily overweight at the “Chuvashsvino- 
prom" sovkhozes "Kolos" and "Mir" was nearly twice as low as those of the inter- 
kolkhoz swine-raising complex, In overweight of cattle 16 farms were ahead of 

the livestock association sovkhoz “Vurnarskiy”, 


The chief of the agricultural administration of Urmarsk Rayispolkom, Georgiy 
Ivanovich Chernov, was himself the former director of one of the "prom" sovkhozes, 
and as he expressed it “grew tired of going to the management in Cheboksary 
because of thousands of pieces of brick", This meant he did not like traveling 
100 or so kilometers for just any insignificant reason, As head of the adminis- 
tration which was responsible for agriculture in the entire rayon, he saw in even 
greater measure the contradiction and absurdity of what is sometimes called the 
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“dual subordination” of specialized govkhozes, Here there are ten such sovkhozes 
(and four kolkhozes), “Dual subordination,“ continued Chernov, “amounts to a sit- 
uation in which the ‘proms’ issue instructions and collect reports, while everyday 
matters and needs of the farms are practically handled by rayon organizations, And 
frequently they lead to misunderstanding or contrary actions to those of the ‘prom’ ." 


“Take a sim le example,” relates Chernov, “On a livestock association sovkhoz spring 
sowing is in progress. I see a field of excellent barley, Consider, I say, con- 
serving all the grain from this field for seed, You need it, and you can help out 
your neighbors a little -- their barley did not ripen well, But mow it at the 
right time and let it lie in swaths, It seemed to be agreed, The agronomist con- 
curred, as did the director. But a couple of days later I went there again, and 
what did I find? The barley was already threshed and the hay was shocked. Back at 
the sovkhoz I asked what had happened. Excuse us, they explained, an order came 
down to us to immediately cut all the barley and deliver the grain, So we did so, 
maybe for fodder." And they remained without certified seed. 


What happens? We assist the sovkhozes, at least to the extent of our capability -- 
and then things like this. We can control, advise, recommend, but require -- 
excuse us, they say, but we have our own superiors.., 


Chernov, as well as Korotkov, in no way doubts that specialization is one of the 
most important prerequisites for efficient conduct of agricultural production, But 
this does not mean that it is mandatory that governmental superstructures in the 
form of associations and trusts must arise in oblast and autonomous republic 
centers, and that several “proms” must stand above the farms of a single rayon. 
Such a dispersal of authority in management impedes, and very substantially, the 
process of interfarm cooperation and agro-industrial integration, the complex 
socio-economic development of the rayon, 


I requested the chief of the “Chuvashskotoprom”’, Mikhail Ivanovich Zhirnov, to make 
an appraisal of this situation. | 


Mikhail Ivanovich has headed the association for only a year, having moved here 
from Shumerli, where for a long time he was a livestock specialist of the rayon 
agricultural administration. Of his present job he said: "It is difficult to 
effectively manage an association whose farms are scattered throughout 14 rayons." 


“Chuvashskotoprem" did much over a period of 15 years in connection with establish- 
ing a production base. It placed vitamin-grass meal units in almost all sovkhozes; 
built combined fodder shops, many hay trenches, and devices for active ventilation 
of hay: and constructed new livestock barns. But in spite of this, the necessary 
fodder base was not established, and the sovkhozes were not able to feed out the 
number of head of livestock that their farms would accommodate. In the best years 
the farms were provided with only 58-60 percent of the required feed. The average 
daily overweight of livestock on the specialized sovkhozes of "Skotoprom"™ did not 
exceed the average indexes of the other farms, Not a single farm fulfilled the 
five-year plan, Not a one made a profit. The losses of the association according 
to results of the five-year plan were 11 million rubles, 
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Thus, two situations were precisely highlighted in my many discussions in 
Chuvashiya: the management of agriculture has been weakened in the rayons; and 
on the other hand, the associations have not insured efficient development of 
production by the sovkhozes subordinate to then, 


“Management must be business-like, specific, operational -- who can object to 
this?" asks the minister of agriculture of the Chuvash ASSR, V, A, Dubinin. 

“The rayon was always responsible for meat, grain, milk and potatoes, At that 
level all questions of efficiency of operation of kolkhozes and sovkhozes were 
decided; there the fate of the harvest was determined, but what is the rayon 
today? A certain number of farms divided up according to departmental subordina- 
tion among various ‘proms’; and here and there, not everywhere, kolkhozes, for 
which the rayon administrationsdo not have enough specialists to carry out 
normal work. And even then their staffs are transferred to those same ‘proms’. 
There are many managers, Sut a true masier -- no, 


Yes, here is really something to ponder...” 
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
